REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant claims a 
building material comprising at least one resin impregnated paper disposed over at least one of a 
first and second side of a cementtitious substrate with a stress-relieving polymeric film disposed 
between the substrate and the at least one resin impregnated paper and an adhesive is disposed on 
at least one surface of the polymeric film. The closest prior art, Guyette, U.S. Patent Number 
5,425,986, teaches a high pressure laminate comprising at least one resin impregnated paper 
disposed over a fiber cement board core (substrate) and an adhesive disposed between the core 
and the resin impregnated paper. Guyette fails to teach or suggest a polymeric film disposed 
between the substrate and the resin impregnated paper and a adhesive disposed on at least one 
surface of the polymeric film.
